WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.—(P)— 
Lieutenant Colonel Richard B. Creecy, 
of the marine corps, committed sui- 
cide with a revolver today in a fash- 
jonable Washington hotel after an ap- 
parent attempt to kill his wife with 
a hatchet. 

Mrs. Creecy was found lying in & 
pool of blood between the twin beds 
of their hotel suite, with three deep 
hatchet wounds in the back of her 
head. The body of Colonel Creecy 
lay a few feet away. She was taken 
to a hospital and blood transfusions 
were resorted to in an effort to save 
her life. 

Police tqnight had learned no mo- 
tive for the tragedy, they said. Ap- 
parently it had occurred 12 hours be- 
fore the body éf the marine officer 
and his wife were found. 

First information came when the 
suite was broken into after per- 
sistent rapping on the door by cham- 
bermaids brougut no response. A note 
apparently written by the marine of- 
ficer, asking that Mrs. Cpeecys 
brother, J. L. Reifsnider, of West- 
minster, Md., be notified, was found 


on the door. 

A suicide verdict was 
Acting Coroner Joseph D. Rodgers 
after an examination of Creecys 
body. Rodgers said be believed death 
had been instantaneous and that no 
inquest Was necessary. 

As police reconstructed the case, 
Mrs. Creecy was lying on ‘er 
when she was struck with the hatchet. 
She had been removed or slumped to 
the floor.

Governor Writes Mayor 
Walker To Have Lead- 
ers’ Waive Immunity in 
gGraft Probe. - 


NEW YORK, Sept. 28.—(4)}—Re- 
fusal of 17 Tammany Hall leaders, 
many of whom hold city positions, to 
waive immunity before an extraordi- 
nary grand jury investigating charges 
of judicial corruption in Manhattan 
today led Governor Roosevelt to send 
a letter to Mayor Walker asking 
that “pleading of immunity by public 
officers in regard to public acts shail 
cease.” . 

He asked the mayor to“suggest” 

to all city employes who have refused 
to waive immunity that they return 
voluntarily to the grand jury room, 
Waive immunity, and “freely answer 
all questions relating to their official 
acts.” * 
Mayor Walker later issued a state- 
ment saying: “The text of the goy- 
ernor’s messcze has just been fur- 
nished me by a newspaper, and I am 
in agreement with the ‘puzpose of it. 
His suggestion shall be promptly car- 
ried out.” 

The Tammsny men who refused to 
Waive immunity and therefore did not 
testify have followed the example of 
their leader, John F. Curry, head of 
Tammany Hall, who declared himself 
insulted” by a request to waive im- 
munity before the grand jury, which 
has indicted former Magistrate George 
F. Ewald, Martin J. Healy, Tam- 
many district leader, and two others 
on charges growing out of allegations 
that. Ewald paid Healy $10,000 for 
his judicial post. The grand jury is 
also empowered to investigate any 
evidence of @ system of barter, con- 
trolling appointments to the bench. 

The refusal to waive immunity was 
stressed last week by Charles H. Tiit- 
tle in his address accepting the repub- 
lican nomination for governor. He 
said corruption in New York city 
would be the issue of the campaign. 

Governor Roosevelt also sent a tel- 
egram to Supreme Court Justice 
Philip J, McCook in which he crit- 
icized Special Assistant Attor ey Gen- 
eral Hiram C. Todd in chargé of the 
grand jury investigation. He declar- 
ed newspaper stcvies to the effect 
that the governor was to summon ad- 
ditional grand juries to probe judi- 
cial corruption in Brooklyn and the 
Bronx originated with Mr. Todd. This, 
the governor sd@id, was “an abuse of 
authority, a violation of legal ethics 
and a deliberate braéach of  confi- 
dence. He also called it “A delib- 
erate discourtesy to me as the gover- 
nor of the state and an 
scheme to embarass me.”

The capitalist was 74 years old. 
Two weeks ago he returned in poor 
health from a trip to Europe. He is 
survived by his widow, the former 
Florence Schloss, of Philadelphia;

and Harry F, Guggenheim, ambassa- 
dor to oe and a daughter, Mrs. 
Koger W. Straus. 


Ambassador Guggenheim was visit- 
ing here when the fatal attack came 
to his father at 11 a.m. today. The 
envoy had intended to leave Port 
Washington for Washington Monday, 
then proceeding to Havana.- His de- 
parture now will be postponed until 
after the funeral Tuesday or Wed- 


nesday. 
No Indication. 

There was nothing in Guggenheim’s 
early business training—which saw 
him interested in a lace and embroidery 
concern—to indicate that he was to 
win fame and riches by the smelting 
and refining of copper. Yet it was 
primarily in winning projects that Gug- 
genheim became best known. 

He remained, “ever in retirement, 
in the forefront of publie attention by 
his devotion to ayiation. He made 
available the sum of $2,500,000 to the 
Daniel Guggenheim fund for the pro- 
motion of aeronautics. 

Guggenheim was born in Philadel- 
phia July 9, 1856, the second of seven 
sons of Meyer Guggenheim, who as a 
boy had emigrated to the United 
States from Switzerland. Daniel re- 
ceived his early education in Phila- 
delphia public schools and_ after 
graduating from high school he was 
sent to his father’s native land as 
the foreign manager of the elder Gug- 
genheim’s lace business. 

During the 11 years that Guggen- 
heim remained abroad his _ father 
moved to New York and first turned 
his attention to mining. The firm of 
M. Guggenheim & Sons started its 
operations with a small copper smel- 
ter at Pueblo, Col.

For 20 years Guggenheim was either 
the president or the chairman of the 
board of the American Smelting & 
Refining Company, one of the world’s 
largest producers of metals. 

Typical of the Guggenheim deter- 
mination to succeed if. success were 
possible was the rise of the Chile Cop- 
per Company. Its property was situ- 
ated on a barren mountaintop 9,500 
feet above sea level. Water had to 
be conveyed 45 miles to the mine and 
power transmitted 85 miles. The Gug- 
genheims and others invested $00,- 
000,000 in the company before a cent 
of dividends was paid out. By 1928 
the company had assets of $200,000,- 
000 and was rated as the cheapest 
producer of copper. 

Guggenheim’s interests were di- 
verse. He invested in Chilean nitrates, 
in Bolivian tin, in Alluvial diamonds 
of the Congo, in Yukon gold, in scores 
of other undertakings. 

The Guggenheim fund for aviation 
attracted wide attention when it 
sponsored the visit of Colonel Charles 
A. Lindbergh to each of the 48 states 
after his flight to Paris. The fund 
likewise has supervised safety con- 
tests and has awarded grants for the 
foundation of aviation schools in uni-

SOLDIERS SURROUND 
SCENE OF MEETING 


Machine Guns Frown on 
Orators But Vast Crowd 
Is Orderly and No Out- 
breaks Occur.

' MADRID, Sept. 28—(UN)— 
Rumblings of revolt sounded in the 
shadow of the royal palace this birght 
early autumn afternoon as a huge 
throng of republican sympathizers 
packed the famous old Madrid bull 
ring and cheered fiery speakers who 
denounced the monarchy and reiter- 
ated increasingly frequent demands 
for the abdication of King Alfonso 
XIII. 

Machine guns studded the bull ring 
and civil guards and cavalrymen re- 
inforced fhe police at the demonstra- 
tion. They had little to do. The 
demonstration was orderly from start 
to finish, yet in enthusiasm and size 
it- was one of the greatest popular 
attacks on the monarchy since the de- 
cline and fall of the dictatorship’ of 
the Iate General Primo De Rivera 
early this year threw Spain into po- 
litical turmoil. 

Delegates from all parts of Spain 


were present. Each took the rostrum, 


in turn to decry the rule of Alfonso 
@nd..to predict presperite and progress 
under a democracy, for which they ar- 
dently pleaded. 

Alcala Zamora, tormcr minister of 
war and one of the most able men 
among the couservative republicans, 
bitterly compared the mcnarchy to a 
gambler near the end ¢f his resources, 


“The monarchy hes onlayed its 

crown with the emoetiens sf an un- 
bridled gambler,” Zamora shouted. “In 
order for the play to be clean oe! that 
remains is for the monarchy to give 
up. 
A sinister note crept into his speech 
as he blamed the monarchy for spill- 
ing of “enough blood,” and intimating 
violence might be turned to by the 
republicans in desperation, if peace- 
ful political pressure failed. 

“If the monarchy will give up the 
crown, bloodshed can be avoided,” 
Zamora declared. “Sufficient blood 
already has been charged to the crown 
and its demands. 

_ “The disappearance of the crown 
Is inevitable. It is execrable to’ seek 
to preserve it.” 

Referring to the army, Zamora 
said: “It is your duty to defeud the 
nation, not to subjugate it.” 

Zamora protested at the expulsion 
of Colonel Francisco Macia, elderly 
leader of the Catalonian separatists, 
who arrived recently at arcelona 
from exile, only to be deported into 
France. ; 

A revolution would not mean trou- 
ble for the countr> buc would be a 
means to mouaernize Spain’s institu- 
tions and make the people prosperous, 
Marcelino Domingo, leader of the radi- 
cal republican party.

HITLER'S BOOK SHOWS 
. IMPERIALISTIC. TONE 


Foreign Policy One To 
_ Startle Conservative 
Minds.

BERLIN, Sept. 28.—(#)—Inas- 

much as the victory of Adolph Hit- 


ler’s fascist party in the recent elec- 


tions has not been followed by a 
specific description of the “third 
reich” he hopes to create on the 
ruins of the present revublic; many 
Germans are consulting Hitler’s book 

— ‘My Fight’ "for farther light on 
the party’s aims. 

The book, kuown iu: “the German 
fascist Bible,” has done little to. clear 
up Hitler’s general statement vf in- 
ternal political aims before the su- 
preme>court at Leipsic Thursday. On 
the subject of the fascist foreign pol- 
icy, however, it is specific enough 
to make the readers’ hair stand on 
end. 

Fascist -Germany’s foreign balers 
Hitler boldly proclaims in the book, 
will aim at nothing less than the con- 
quest of Russia, which he describes 
as a vast territory of untold wealth, 
utterly demoralized by _bolshevism, 
awaiting someone to come in and 
really organize and govern. 

Hitler does not try to justify this 
policy of conquest on the ground of 
making Rusisa safe for religion or 
capitalism or anything else recently 
believed endangered there. It is rea- 
son enough, he curtly states, that 
Germany must widen her frontier or 
perish. He says’ that’ Germany, 
cramped within her present bounda- 
ries, and without colonial outlets, sim- 
ply must have moregroom. 

“Just as our f athers did not 
om the land we live on as a gift from 

eaven, but had to fight for it. just 
so will the land which means life for 
our people not come through an act 
of graee, but only by the might of our 
victorious sword,” he writes. 

Hitler seems amused at those Ger- 
mans who hope by peaceful negotia- 
tion te regain Germany's 1914 boun- 
daries. 

“Only childishly naive minds can 
entertain the thought that they ean 
accomplish the correction of the Ver- 
sailles treaty by sneaking, begging 
methods,” he writes. ‘However, the 
boundaries of 1914 mean absolutely 
nothing to the future of Germany, In 
those boundaries lay neither safeguard 
for the past nor strength for the fu- 
ture.” 

The fascist leader likewise scoffs 
at the \ery for a new German fleet 
and the return of lost colonies. De- 
cidedly disagreeing with the former 
kaiser’s old slogan, “Germany’s future 
is in her fleet,” he says the- trouble 
with the old regime was that it ran 
after a dream of colonies .and_ sea 


power. 

Hitler believes fascist Germany 
must move only in directions which 
do not clash with those of powers 
whose post-war interests naturally are 
moving .them in the direction of a 
German alliance—namely. Italy and 
England. He says France, “the natural 
enemy,” will have to be dealt with 
sooner or later, but that fascism must 
put an end to the German urge south- 
ward and westward, and turn the na- 
tion’s gaze “toward the land in the 
east.’

DEMOCRATIC FUNDAMENTALS. 


There is a syllabus of fundamen- | 


tal and essentially democratic doc- 
trines that would fit the present 
conditions of the United States and 
that could be plainly and expressed 
in a national platform of a thousand 
words at most. 

The voters of the country have 
ceased to read and try to understand 
party platforms that ramble all over 
the earth and paragraph all the par- 
ticular ideas, demands and fads of 
small groups of voters in either 
party. Policies and legislative prop- 
ositions of only temporary incidence 
should be omitted from comprehen- 
sive national declarations of party 
principles. Assume always that the 
principles will be applied to devel- 
oped emergencies. 

It is a Straight democratic prin- 
ciple that the constitution declares 
the structure and rigidly divides the 
organs of government, and that no 
one branch, whether legislative, 
executive, or Judicial shall exercise 
the functions of the other. A strict 
return to that principle is strongly 
demanded by the temper of the 
times and is the best possible bul- 
wark against the tendency to usur- 
pations of undelegated powers. 

It is a democratic fundamental 
that the powers yielded by the peo- 
ple to the general government are

ATLANTA’S CENSUS CASE. 


Solely as a matter of law, and 
without respect to possible local ef- 
fects, the position taken by the 
director of the federal census in 
denying the legality of the corporate 
existence of the municipality of At- 
lanta, is novel and interesting. 


Among the rights of the states 
reserved to them by the federal con- 
Stitution is the right of local self- 
government. Many persons have 
the mistaken idea that ‘‘local self- 
government” means the right of 
government units less than the 
States—that is, counties, cities, 
towns and townships, to determine 
their own powers and administra- 
tions. But the high courts have 
always held that- “local self-govern- 
ment’ in our American system is a 
right wholly belonging to a state 
and to be exercised, delegated and 
limited at its will, 

The state, by its legislature or by 
its people acting in a constitutional 
way, is the only authorized authority 
that can create a county or munici- 
pal corporation. In creating either 
the state can confer upon the cor- 
poration what powers it will and 
omit any powers it does not choose 
to directly allow. The act of the 
state is supreme and binding law in 
such cases upon all other authori- 
ties, interior or exterior. 


No one will contend that the fed- 
eral constitution delegates to the 
national congress the least right or 
power to create a municipal cor- 
poration within a state. And if con- 
gress cannot do that, by what right 
can a Subordinate officer of the fed-

P“Well, my boy what do you want?’ 
“Monsiedr Dumas, I bring you the 
proofs to be corrected.” “Can you read 
my boy?” “Yes sir!” “Write, too?” 
“Yos, Monsieur Dumas!” “Well, here 
is pen and ink, sit down over there 
and correct them yourself!’ said the 
master romancier. But Dumas had 
not the faintest notion:that he had 
written a masterpiece. “The Three 
Musketeers” was first intended as a 
newspaper serial. Before five install- 
ments had appeared people fought for 
copies of the journal and the sole topic 
of conversation in the salons and 
cafes of Paris was “Les Mousque- 
taires.” “The historical background, 
says one of the son’s notes, happened 
to be exact only by the miracle of my 
father’s imagination. He had no pa- 
tience to delve and research into old 
tomes. He merely guessed at the 
truth.” When his book was a success, 
Dumas himself was the most sur- 
rised man in France, the son tells. 
e had an idea the appeal to the 
public lay in the title. So he founded 
2 newspaper called “The Musketeer,” 
but it soon languished and failed. He 
did not give up at once, but founded 
a second paper, “D’Artagnan,” but 
that also failed.

cista. Stefano Mario Cutelli, author 
of the article, suggests that the con- 
ception of fascism as a political party 
should be disavowed and,a new con- 
ception as a class be substituted. “It 
is clear that with the march on Rome 
there came into existence sice by side 
with the aristocracy of blood a true 
aristocratic body. The Duce in a re- 
cent speech in Florence, instead of af- 
firming that the framework of the 
state was constituted by the various 
bureaucracies, declared that the axis 
of the regime was the fascist party, 
without which one could not conceive 
of a regime even as one cannot con- 
ceive of a man without vertebrae.” 
The periodical says the fascist party 
has the right to be considered as an 
aristocracy because it will always re- 
main in the minority. The Duce, in- 
stead’ of suppressing barriers and en- 
listing all the citizens, has limited in- 
scription into the party. The fascists 
are, in fact, already an aristocracy, 
for three reasons: first, officers and 
Blackshirts are chosen from the fascist 
party; second, deputies to parliament 
must be fascists and if they lose their 
fascist membership they must leave 
parliament; and third, members of the 
party must be given preference in ob- 
taining state positions according to 
their seniority of membership in the

When church and state were divided, the law for the first time 
began to distinguish between sins and crimes—between acts that were 
offensive to God and acts that were offensive to society. 

In the United States, government is based on the assumption that 
the people are sovereign. Thus law is an expression of majority opinion 
and majority standards of right. 

When these opinions and standards are written in the statute books, 
any one who violates them shows contempt for the people. He is 
accused of acting against the peace and dignity of the state, but since 
the people are the state, his offense is a violation of the peace and 
dignity of the whole peorfle. 

To restrain him from such acts is the whole business of law. 

The church continues its ancient effort‘to make man'be good; the 
state confines itself to the business of kéeping him from being a 
nuisance. 

When the church ruled the state, a sin was a crime. But the modern 
state does not concern itself with sins. An act that is sinful may not 
be a crime against the state, and an act that is not sinful may violate 
the state’s laws. In fact, it is conceivable that obedience to the law in 
some instances might be sinful. 

When the fathers violated the laws of their king, they called on 
Heaven to witness the righteousness of their acts. They were law- 
breakers, but they weren't sinners. And though malice, lust and deceit- 
fulness are sins, they may violate no law of the state. 

That the state neither possesses nor pretends to possess authority 
over the citizen’s soul is an obvious truth known to all persons of sound 
mind, vet much of our.present confusion is the result of efforts to pre- 
vent sin by statute. 

In their eagerness to make men be good, and in despair of the 
patient methods of the church, good people call upon the power of the 
state to save souls by statute—forgetting that the only province of the 
state is to suppress those who threaten its peace and dignity—to control 
the nuisance and the menace. 

There was trouble when the church tried to exercise the powers 
rightfully belonging to the state; there is trouble when the state tries 
to do the work of the church. 

Religion teaches the spirit of righteousness; the law merely requires

The banking world turns its attention 
today to Cleveland, where the Amer- 
ican Bankers’ Association opens its 
annual meeting. Thousands of dele- 
gates from every one of the 48 states, 
and from several foreign countries, 
are in attendance. 


A year ago, when the bankers met 
in San Francisco, everything was 
rosy. Stocks were selling high, call 
money on Wall Street was at g pre- 
mium, bank earnings were the most 
substantial in history. It looked as if 
the golden era had really arrived. 


A month later, in October, 1929, 
the stock market crashed. A world- 
wide depression set in. Industry lag- 
ged. Money became cheap, business 
slow, unemployment great, bank earn- 
ings fell off. 


What can be done about it? 
the bankers help in any way? 
how? 

These are some of the questions 
that will be asked at Cleveland during 
the next three days. 

The ‘high water mark of the con- 
vention will be the report of the 
economic committee on banking 
changes, under the chairmanship of 
Robert Hecht, of New Orleans. Last 
year this committee brought in a 
comprehensive report showing’ the 
great expansion in banking and chain 
banking in the United States. 

After another year of study by a 
distinguished committee of American 
bankers, this‘ report is expected to 
make definite suggestions on group, 
chain and branch banking. 

It should be an epoch-making gath- 
ering. 


William Z. Ripley, Harvard Uni- 
versity professor who laid out 10 
years ago the first plan of railroad 
consolidation for the interstate com- 
merce commission, declares’ in 
“World’s Work” this month that con- 
solidation in trunk line territory is | 
necessary if the railroads are to con- 


tinue to operate. 

Other forms of transportation, he 
says, are becoming a real menace to 
the integrity of railroad property. 
Waterways, bus highways, pipe lines 
for gas and oil, and electrical super- 
power systems are among those men- 
tioned. 

Think of a new motor speedway be- 
tween New York and New Haven to 
cost $200,000,000—good for speed, 
bad for railroad revenue! Think of 
the hundreds of millions being spent 
yearly in better highways for bus 
transpurtation; and hundreds of mil- 
lions more expected to go into the 
15-year inland waterways program 
“which will ultimately cost the 
United States more than the entire 
construction of the Panama canal.” 

Professor Ripley has changed his 
thind in several particulars since he 
wrote his first report on railroad con- 
solidation.

Millions Reach Cuban Capi- 
tal To Prevent Threatened 
3 Run on Banks. 


HAVANA, Sept. 28.—(/)—A sum 
estimated at from $35,000,000 to $50,- 
000,000, rushed by airplane and fast 
boat from the United States, will be 
on hand here tomorrow morning as 
security against possible continuance 
of the run on Havana banks that fol- 
lowed the unexpected shutdown of two 
of their number yesterday morning. 

Part of the money was taken to 
Miami, Fla., by special train from the 
Atlanta Federal Reserve bank. In 
order to get it early into Calle Aguiar, 
Havana’s Wall Street, speedy forms 
of modern transyortation were called 
upon. 

Pan-American Airways reported to- 
night that the coffers brought here by 
airplane this morning and hurried to 
the local federal reserve branch under 
military guard contained $20,000,000, 
Other sources said the shipment was 
about $5,000,000. 

Meanwhile the Cuban gunboat 
Cuba, dispatched last night to Key 
West, Fla., was reported to have ar- 
rived there and to have taken on 
board the sum of $30,000,000. 

The Cuban consulate at Key West 
had the money quickly transferred 
from train to ship and the warship 
started back to Havana under full 
steam, 

The closing of the doors of the 
Bank of Commerce and the Cordova 
Banking Company yesterday caused 
a mild panic in Cuban financial cir- 
cles, but the run that followed was 
chiefly confined to banks controlled 
by local interests. 

ATLANTA SENDS 
FUNDS TO CUBA, 

Officials of the Federal Reserve 
Bank of Atlanta late today confirmed 
reports that a Pan-American Airways 
airplane had been chartered for the 
transportation of funds from Miami, 
Fla., to Havana, Cuba. 

The statement made by one of the 
officials of the bank, who asked that 
his name be withheld, said the money 
had been sent to Havana on account 
of an “emergency.” , 

The official said the funds had 
been placed in the vaults of the 
agency in Havana of the Federal Re- 
serve Bank of Atlanta. He refused 
to discuss a report from Miami, F]a., 
that further shipments are contem- 
plated or were being made.

It seem. these latest refineries have 
started work in the Canadian copper 
mines, in some of which a large 
amount of nickel is also present. The 
copper is being produced, in many 
cases, as a by-product and at a very 
cheap cost.

Captain, Bride and Four 
Sailors Were on 
Packet.

ST. JOSEPH, Mich., Sept. 28.— 
(P)—Captain Erwin J. Anderson, of 
Washington Island, Wis., his bride of 
two weeks and the four members of 
his crew are ‘Selieved to have lost 
their lives in the sinkizg of the fruit 
packet North Shore, which cleared 
St. Josph for Miltwauke, Friday 
morning, shortly before a storm lach- 
ed Lake Michigan. 

The North Shore had a cargo of 
10,000 baskets of grapes. Grape bas- 
kets were washed ashore near here 
last night, indicating, coast guards- 
men said, that the fruit packet had 
gone down. After searching for the 
ship until late last night the coast 
guard boats returned to their stations, 
believing that all on board had per- 
ished. 

Loss of the six persons on board 
the North Shore Srought the death 
toll from Friday’s storm to 11. Five 
persons lost their lives in the isnking 
of the barge Salvor off Muskegon Fri- 
day afternoon, Nine persons were 
saved from that wreck. 

The North Shore was 60 feet long. 
It was owned by W. J. Laurie, of 
Milwaukee, and chartered by George 
Mielke, Benton Harbor, Mich., fruit 
broker.

Reduced in 5 Years 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 2°.—(>)— 
The American Railway Association 
reported today that grade crossing ac- 
cidents and fatalities were fewer in 
the first half of this year than in 
any similar period since 1925, while 
injuries increased slightly. 

Accidents totaled 2,335 in the first 
six months of 1930 compared with 
2,276 in 1925. Fatalities totaled 962 
compared with 941, and injuries ag- 
gregated 1,685 an increase of 23. 

“The reduction, compared with 
1925,” the association said, “took 
place in face of the fact there has 
been an increase in that period of 
approximately 33 per cent in the num- 
ber of automobiles in use.”

The four being held charged with 
the attempted murder of the negro, 
who is in a critical condition from 
gunshot wounds in the stomach, are 
C. B. Moore, A. F. Griffin, Bruce 
Barton and E. O. Davis. They were 
arrested in Brooks county Sunday by 
Sheriff Gordon Davis, of Thomas 
county. 

The wounded negro lives in Five 
Points district, five miles from the 
Thomas and Brooks county line, and 
according to his statement to the 
sheriff, he was shot late Saturday 
night at his home. He stated that 
four men entered his house, shot him, 
and fled when he reached for his own 
gun. Shot in the stomach the negro’s 
recovery was pronounced as doubtful 
by physicians Sunday.

There is also a trifle more of the artist in Jones’ swing, a 
certain smooth, even flow that is almost impossible to imitate, 
for the imitation there must be some form of conscious effort. 
There is none apparent in Jones’. —

Writer Finds Deight Spot 


In Declining Auto Output 


NEW SORE’ have uM. August 
_ production of automobiles in this 
country, made public this week, was 
even worse than Wall street had fear- 
ed. The total of 223,000, including 
passenger cars, trucks and taxicabs, 
Semared with 262,000 for July of this 
year and 498,000 for August of last 
r, was so small that discouraged 
all street, after swallowing hard a 
couple of times, turned its head to 
find something else for discussion. 
This is the last Saturday of this 
quarter and estimates already made 
oe in the financial district here 
dicate that profits of corporations 
for the third quarter will be far and 
away the worst of the year. The Au- 
gust automobile production figures 
certainly bear out these estimates. 
But despite widespread gloom, en- 
couragement mpay be had from a study 
of’ the automobile production figures 
at hand for August and the _ eight 
months of the year, compared with the 
corresponding period of last year. 
Here are the figures, including mo- 
tor vehicles of all kinds:

Ae. SR vanes oS 2,704,057 4,224,911 
Affects Other Industries. 


For the eight months of this year 
there was a decline of no less than 
1,520,000 in automobile production iu 
this, country, according to the fore- 
going figures. Little imagination is 
required to picture the influence of 
this year’s curtailment in automobile 
production on many lines of indus- 
try. Automobile production for the 
first eight months of this year wax 
reduced by over 30 per cent compar-

ed with ‘last year, because of curtail- 
ed buying power. with the curtailment 
of automobile production _ widening 
the vicious circle of unemployment 
and reduced buying power. 


But there is another and brighter 
side to the picture. It has been esti- 
mated by recognized spokesmen for 
the automobile industry that under 
normal conditions the time has about 
arrived for annual production of 5,- 
000,000 motor vehicles for actual re- 
placements, figuring the average life 
of a passenger car, or truck, or taxi- 
cab, at five years. This estimate of 
5,000, 000 may be a little _large because 
last year's output of 5,258,420 for the 
full 12 months was overproduction, at 
least for times such as have been ex- 
perienced this year. 

Sold Too Early. 

What really heppened last year was 
that cars were sold in 1929 which 
should have been sold this year. This 
was brought about by overdoing in- 
stallment selling. The automobile in- 
dustry figured that 1930 would be an- 
other 1929 and went ahead selling 
cars to be aid for within a year on 
monthly installments. Such caleula- 
tions proved wrong when the vicious 
circle started in general trade of cur- 
tailed production and increasing un- 
employment. 

However, one of Whe surprising 
things about the existing period of 
trade depression is the way that in- 
stallment payments have been kept 
up. In recent years while general 
trade was still booming, it was pointed 
out at regular intervals that there 
was danger in what might happen to 
installment financing if general trade 
began to slow down. Undoubtedly 
buying power has been reduced the 
past year through maintaining install- 
ment payments. But the point of 


this story is fhat these payments have 
| been made regularly. There has been 
reduced buying of new cars but in- 
debtedness on purchases made last 
year has been and is being steadily 
cleaned up. 

Cars Driven Longer. 

Very little driving on highways in 
this part of the country is necessary 
to disclose the fact that old cars are 
being kept running to a greater extent 
‘than ever before. This is explained 
‘by existing general trade conditions 
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Common 


Stockholders 
Take the Risk of Loss 


Prominent Utility Executive Shows That Public Utility 
Holding Companies Should Be Allowed Freedom From 
Restrictive Legislation In Making Investments 


Why holding companies, as owners of common stock in 
operating utility companies, should be given the incentive 
to take progressive steps by being allowed freedom of action, 
is demonstrated by a widely known utility executive. 


He makes clear why the risk of loss must.be.offset by. the 
privilege ‘of profitable investment as a necessary motive 
force. Regulation of the operating company, with freedom 
of the holding company is shown to be to the public’s best in- 
terests. In proof and explanation of this he said: 


“A man’s resentment at a search 
of his house is at least as great if 
he is innocent of wrong-doing as it 
would be if he were harboring a 

criminal. If one were required to 
report his actions to a policeman at 
every block, his annoyance and pro- 
test would not necessarily indicate 
guilt. 

“The fact that the electric in- 
dustry is ‘affected with a public in- 
terest’ does not alter the situation 
because the holding company exists 
within a field completely circum- 
scribed by state regulation. In 
other words, the interests of the 
consumer have been taken care of 
before a cent of revenue accrues to 
the holding company. 


Based on Misconception 


“The demand for regulation of 
electric light and power ‘holding’ 
companies seems to be based on a 
misconception of the electric indus- 
try, which in actuality is a thing in 
action, growing, changing, improv- 
ing allthe time. We have to recog- 
nize spirit, motive, incentive, initia- 
tive and enterprise as the real driv- 
ing forces which give life to this in- 
dustry, as they give life to all hu- 
man accomplishments. 

“By purchasing the common 
stocks of operating power com- 
panies and by continuing ownership 
of these securities, the holding com- 
panies make possible a progressive 
policy of service extensions and 
rate reductions. 


Little Likelihood of Loss 


“If the service is extended into 
new territories there is little likeli- 
hood that either the bondholders or 
preferred stockholders will be sub- 
ject to loss. If rates are reduced in 
the expectation that consumption 
will thereupon increase, the invest- 
ment of the bondholders and pre- 
ferred stockholders is not likely to 
be jeopardized whether the in- 
creased consumption materializes 
or not. 

“In either case it is the common 
stockholder who risks the possi- 
bility of loss. It is the industry’s 
job not only to meet the present de- 
mand of present consumers at 
present prices, but also to increase 
the uses of electricity, to extend it 
to an increasing number of con- 
sumers, and to make it constantly 
less expensive. 

_ “These extensions of service, re- 
ductions of rates and increases in 
consumption are the very keynote 
of the industry’s growing usefu!- 
mess to the nation. How are they 
accomplished? They are all made 
possible by ison te of re 


sponsibility of the 


operating companies’ common 
stocks—who in most cases are the 
public utility investment or ‘hold- 
ing’ companies. 


Character of Common Stock 
Ownership 


“No element is more important 
to the progress of the industry than 
the character of the common stock 
ownership. The attitude and policy 
of the holders of the operating com- 
panies’ common stock determines 
whether the operating company 
shall pursue a progressive course 
or simply stand still and ‘let well 
enough alone.’ 

“The continuing progress of the 
industry is largely due to the own- 
ership of the common stocks of op- 
erating companies by organizations 
which are trained and experienced 
in the utility business, organiza- 
tions which can take risks because 


of their diversified investments |

And what is true of 
the automobile industry is true more 
or less of other industries where cur- 
rent production is running below cur- 
rent demand. 

The day's news for some time has 
had such headlines as “Copper at the 
lowest selling price in 30 years,” or 
“Rubber at a new low.” For many 
raw and finished goods, seHing prices 
are now below the cost of production. 
A selling price the lowest in years is 
news, but it also means that just so 
much water has run over the dam in 
bringing about needed readjustment 
between production and consumption. 

Curtailed production, such as has 
just been reported by the automobile 
industry for August and the eight 
months of this year, does not make 
cheerful reading for today. For the 
longer look ahead, however, it means 
that we have traveled just so far in 
correcting the mistakes of over- 
production at the bottom of existing 
trade depression. 


COTTON GOODS SALES 
BEST IN THREE YEARS 


NEW YORK, Sept. 28.—(Special.) 
Cotton goode had a very good week 
this week, and, considering the fact 


that there was no help at all from 


the cotton market, it shows that a 
change has already come about in the 
textile situation. Stocks are no long- 
er weighing heavily on the market. On 
a great many of the leading print 
cloth constructions, open orders are 
now well in excess of stocks. It took 
the market almost a year to feel the 
effects of the enormous yardage of 
fine goods taken out of the market by 
the New Bedford strike a few years 
ago. In the same day it has taken 
the market a long time to feel the ef- 
fects of the 1930 curtailment. These 
effects are just beginning to come into 
play and they are likely to be one 
of the features of the winter season 
of 1930 and spring season of 1951 in 
textiles. 

Total sales this week were some- 
thing like 65 per cent in excess of 
full theoretical production, and for 
the month they are more than 35 per 
cent in excess of full production. As 
a matter of fact, both in total sales 
and in sales of grey goods, it has 
been the best week since the middle of 
last December and, as that week had 
been the best since a week in January. 
1927, it stands out as a mattef of 
record. Moreover, the steadiness in 
the price of goods in the face of ease 


in the cotton market is tending to

it should be, we think that from now 
on cloth prices will be found more 
responsive to advances in the price of 
cotton than to declines, a marked dif- 
ference from its character Jast spring. 

Sales for September this year as 
compared with September, 1929, show 
an increase of 25 per cent. Aver- 
age weekly sales for September show 
the best weekly average for any month 
since May, 1927. They are 87 1-2 
per cent better thes those of Aufust, 
1930. Total sales for the third quar- 
ter of 1930 are 41 per cent better than 
for the second quarter, 1 1-2 per cent 
better than for the first quarter and 


| 3 per cent better than the third guar- 


ter of 1929: Total sales for the first 
nine months of 1930 are but 17 per 
cent less than for the first nine months 
of 1929. All of these figures repre- 
sent yardage, not dollar values. 

‘he most satisfactory feature of 
present demand is its widespread char- 
acter, for it is beginning to include 
goods of every description, grey and 
colored, staples and fancies, towels 
and sheets and pillowcases, 

It is no time to think of deviating 
from the present curtailment; that 
must be continued without change for 
some time to come. Co-operation was 
the only thing that prevented the bot- 
tom from dropping out of the market 
last spring and it is the only thing 
that will put us back on dry land, 
safe and sound. To abandon it, just 
as we are beginning to see clear skies 
in front of us, is unthinkable. Pro- 
duction will, undoubtedly, be increas- 
ed from the present level during the 
next six months, but it is of great 
importance that it Should be done in 
orderly fashion.—Hunter & Company.

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BONDS WITHSTAND 
BEARISH FACTORS 


BY DONALD C. BOLLES, 
Associated Press Financial Editor. 
NEW YORK, Sept. 28.—(/)—In a 

period of almost Steadily declining 
prices of equity issues, the bullish 
trend maintained by the bond market 
last week stood out in sharp con- 
trast. 

The week's activity brought several 
developments of note, chief of which, 
were fhe particularly strong demand 
for railroad bonds, the greatly im- 
proved volume of business, and the 
outbreaks of selling that carried for- 
eign bonds, particularly German is- 
sues, down to new lows for the year. 

The unsettled conditicna of the for- 
eign list which, at times, obscured 
the steady forward advance of do- 
mestie issues, and the sympathetic 
reaction of stock privilege issues to 
tumbling share prices gave an irreg- 
ular tone to the market at times. 

While the rest of the domestic sec- 
tion moved more quietly the week's 
buying pushed dozens of carrier obli- 
gations to new highs for the year, as 
gauged by the averages. The gain 
was about 1-2 point, an unusually 
large advance for a six-day period, 
and at 109.8 is the best since 1928. 
The composite averages for 30 bonds 
stand 1-2 point below the figure set 
two years ago. 

The week Sisal a marked expan- 
sion in the volume of business and 
was the best since spring. The im- 
provement in trading volume, which 
was considerable when compared. with 
recent weeks, apparently was _ in- 
fluenced by the downward revision of 
time money rates. The cut in time 
money to a rate unequalled in 15 
years or more, together with a state- 
ment by the federal reserve board, 
was interpreted in financial circles 
as additional assurance that the easy 
tone of the money market will not 
be disturbed during the autumn. 

Political developments in Germany, 
recurring signs of disturbances in 
South America, and the resignation of 
the Austrian cabinet were factors 
that militated against improvement 
of foreign bonds and reversed the 
price trend there. ‘The nervousness 
over the outlook in Germany brought 
a renewal of selling pressure coinci- 
dent with some wild rumors that 
brought sharp breaks. in financial 
markets both here and abroad. Ger- 
man 5 1-2s, the new international 
bond issue, and the so-called Dawes 
7 per cent issue sold off to new lows 
and practically every German bond 
listed on the exchange receded sharp- 
ly before midweek when reassuring 
reports checked the decline although 
only paitially. Reports that plans 
for a revolt. in Chile had been dis- 
covered and quashed, caused bonds 
of that nation to register new “lows 
and there was some selling of Aus- 
trian bonds after the cabinet fell. 
Before the end of the week, however. 
the foreign list steadied and showed 
an improved tone. 

The strength of the bond market 
was not sapped by the marketing of 
approximately $125,000,000 in new 
issues, including one foreign note is- 
sue of $50,000,000 and several large 
pieces of financing for railroad and 
utility companies. The total repre- 
sented an increase of approximately 
$35,000,000 over the previous week. 
The reception accorded them has 
brought reports that the market may 
be further tested next week.

BERLIN, Sept. 28.—(/)—Prince 
Leopold, of Bavaria, field marshal of 
Germany and commander of the Ger- 
man army in the east during the 
earlier stages of the war, died today. 
He was 84 years old. 

The prince played an important 
part in the early German victories in 
Russia and Poland, leading the army 
‘aptured Warsaw in 1915. It 
was even rumored at the time that 
he might be made king of Poland. 

He was an uncle of ex-Crown Pritice 
Rupprecht, of Bavaria.
